Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification slnall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

In light of the numerous informalities noted above, the claims have been 
examined as could best be understood by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



7. Claims 1-2 and 4-7, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Publication No. 2003/0075561 to Pieri (Pieri). 

Pieri shows a toothpaste dispenser that dispenses single servings of toothpaste 
as seen in Fig. 1 (abstract and col 2, In 7-10). 

8. Claim 3, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,759,472 to Strenger (Strenger). 

Strenger shows an encapsulation that ruptures when squeezed, thus expelling its 
supply (abstract and col 1, In 22-24). 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 4,872,556 to Farmer shows an encapsulation 
that ruptures when squeezed, thus expelling its supply.
